The test is for program 
evaluation not for 

individual diagnosis, 

according to CRHS Principal 
Gerald A. Daley. - 

In 19 78 the state 
xdecided that all school 
districts had to admin- 
ister such a test, con- 
forming to a six-point 
p r bgrarriT Schoo 1 s must : 

— Set goals for all 
students. 

— Find ways to show 
these goals have been 
met . 

— Give the tests . 

— Assess the results 

— Report the results to 

the ccmnunity. 

— Develop programs to 
reach unmet goals. 

The test was devel- 
oped by Seacoast Educa- 
tion Services (SES), a 
cooperative of several 
Seacoast school district 

teachers and admini- 
strators. Certain items 

were also developed in 
consultation with 

McGraw-Hill, Inc., Pub- 
1 ishers . 

The test was made up 
by the cooperat ive for 
economic reasons , ac- 

cording to Mr. Daley. Each 
district pays for the 
administration of the test 
and chips in to SES for the 
development of the test. 

Las t, year the test was 
given to fifth and eighth 
grade students in the area, 
in October. The results of 
these tests were returned 
recently and a management 
plan will be developed to 
use the results in changing 
the program to fit the 
students needs, Mr. Daley 
said.

The team places behind

This past season the 
Bobcat harriers compiled a 
35 and 20 record over nine 
meets. In a meet, a team 
loses to any team placing 
higher, but defeats a team 
placing lower. 

The season record was 
mainly due to the loss of 
three top runners, inclu- 
ding last year's state 
number two runner, Eric 
Demarco. 

CR Coach Jim Boulanger 
expects the team to place 
no higher than fifth and no 
lower than eighth in the 
upcorrming state meet. 

The top 20 finishers 
in the state meet will 
compete in the New England 
meet. Mr. Boulanger expects 
Hotter to be among the top 
five finishers, with a good 
chance of winning the state 
title.
